Home grown carrots are, | think, superb. That is, if you can manage to keep the carrot 
fly away. Usually the neat rows of little green fronds look very attractive, and then as 
they start to grow there is promise of beautiful tasty carrots. The ‘thinnings’ can be 
used without any scrubbing or scraping, but beware the carrot fly. | have been advised: 
sprinkle the rows with soot; erect a barrier to direct the flies over the carrots; make 
sure to fill in the holes after pulling the carrots so that the fly can't detect the smell; 
sprinkle various chemical powders along the rows; plant fly resistant seed (this did not 
even germinate). | have tried all these methods but the fly persists. My advice is ‘don't 
give up’. If you manage to harvest half a row you will find they taste even better for

How refreshing that so weighty a periodical as the 'Deddington News' can find room among more 
pressing matters for arcane discussion of the etymology of our street names! Bill Drake is not the 
first to puzzle over the origin of the word 'Tchure'(D.N. May 1998). In 1869 the learned journal 
Notes and Queries carried this enquiry:" Ture (sic) is commonly used in North Oxfordshire to 
denote the narrow passage between two rows of houses which is so frequently met with in the 
villages around Banbury. What is the etymology of the word ?" No reply appears to have been 
forthcoming. Joseph Wright's English Dialect Dictionary has the word 'tewer' meaning a narrow 
lane or alley; it occurs also in Gloucestershire and Warwickshire with variants such as ‘ture’, 
‘chewer' and 'chure’. He relates it to the word 'chare' which has the same meaning but a much 
wider geographical spread. As to the origin of the word, the Oxford English Dictionary suggests 
that it derives from the Old English 'chare' and ultimately from the Old German ‘karrjan' to turn: in 
this case to turn off from a main thoroughfare. In Scotland and Northern England the word "wynd" 
has exactly that meaning.

Admission Number: 25 
Children are admitted to school at the beginning of the term in which their fifth birthday falls. 
The ‘term’ dates for admission purposes are: 


Autumn Term - 1* September - 31 December 

Spring Term 2 1* January - 30" April 

Summer Term - 1* May - 31" August 

If there are more applications than places available, places will be allocated in the following order of priority: 

1. Children living in the ecclesiastical parishes of Deddington and The Barfords. (A map 
showing Parish boundaries can be inspected at the school). 

2 Children who have a brother or sister still a member of the school at the time of them 
starting full-time education. 

3. Children whose parent or guardian is a member and regular attender of a Christian 
church and where the application is supported by a Minister of that church. 

4. Children whose brother, sister, parent or guardian previously attended the school. 


J: Other Children 

If there are more applications within any of these criteria than there are places remaining available, priority will be 
given to those living nearest to the school by public highway. 

Parents are asked to complete an Application Form for each child, stating whether or not they meet the criteria for 
admission. This must be returned as soon as possible and at the latest by 31 January immediately preceding the 
academic year in which the child will be admitted. Where the application is for a “casual admission” of a child from 
another school, the form should be returned immediately.

22nd JULY - Mr. Brogden our new Vicar dined with us to meet the Bury's who are staying with 
us and with whom Holford is a pupil. This was the anniversary of our beloved Betsy's birthday 
who had she been living would have compieted her |9th year - poor dear girl. 

SUNDAY 23rd JULY - | assisted Mr. Brogden both morning and evening. 

24th JULY - Went to Barton to join friends from Torquay staying with the Hutchinsons. We 
were grieved at being told by Mr. Hutchinson that the Bishop had received intelligence this 
morning only of their West India property being worthless - and that they themselves in 
consequence would be reduced to a state of destitution. They had been anticipating the evil 
tidings ~ and seemed to meet the unwelcome tidings calmly and resignedly.

POLICE NEWS 


There has been a slight rise in crime in and around Deddington during the past year. | would 
like to see a distinct fall during the current year and you are weicome to get in touch with 
me for crime prevention advice. There were a worrying 13 burglaries and a significant rise in 
thefts, particularly from shops. In both Clifton and Hempton there were 2 burglaries. | am 
glad to report, however, that two very prolific North Oxfordshire burglars were arrested and 
sent to prison recently and that should be reflected in the 1998 figures. Auto crime is on the 
decrease in Deddington, Hempton and Clifton - partly accounted for by better lighting in the 
Market Place and Bullring. This good news is reinforced by Operation Jaguar, a campaign 
against car crime in North Oxfordshire which has led to the arrest of 30 people this year. 
Criminal damage is slightly up - much of it mindless attacks on parked cars. Although the 
crime rate continues to be well below urban areas like Banbury and Bicester there is no room 
for complacency and | look to a time when crime figures for the Deddington area fall, and fall 
fast. That time may be approaching, because Thames Valley Police as a whole has just 
reported a 20% drop in burglaries over the past 3 years. Crime overall is falling as weil: an 
8% drop over the past 12 months. The Chief Constable describes this as ‘tremendous news’. 

A WARNING for this time of year: sheds and outbuildings containing mowers and garden tools 
are a regular target for criminals and you should take all reasonable steps to protect these 
buildings. And don't forget, when you are out in the back garden make sure the front door is 
not left invitingly open. You can get in touch with me on 01865 266615. BOB DONOHUE

Despite the recent hot dry weather some parts of the meadows are i ¢e L8r Nes 
still too wet to put a tractor on. The lambs have recovered from the »!liHéutut) weeteaye Pe 
flood and | hope we can start selling some by the middle of June although we shall be 
some 4 weeks later than last year. The hay making will also be late this year because of 
the flood. The sheep had to Stay in the paddocks and we have only just shut them up 
some 3 weeks later than usual. So we shall need a ‘dripping June’ to bring them on. Or, 
as Father used to say “What we really need is a good shower of rain once a week and a 
shower of muck once a fortnight." The crops look very well despite a wet winter and 
spring and some of the wheat is almost too thick but a new variety of feed wheat we are 
growing for the first time is very poor and will be shown the ‘red card' for next year. 

The bee keeping situation is rather dire at the moment as | have lost about 40% of my 
colonies due to a combination of weather and the dreaded Varoa mite, so honey will be 
short this year. At least the Queens | imported from New Zealand are doing well and 
should produce a late crop. 

The Swallows and House Martins have returned to the buildings and the Swifts are flying 
over the village again, so summer can start and | can enjoy their high pitched screams 
and flying acrobatics. | am pleased to report that the Tawny Owls are nesting on the 
farm again this year and that 2 pairs of Turtle Doves and a pair of Hobby have also 
returned.
